The golden lane 


stretched for 1 2 blocks from the ho- 
tel district to the Coliseum and the 
mute demonstration was expected by 
its originators to influence the dele- 
gates in the matter of a declaration 
for suffrage. 


The suffragists hope to have, the 


convention adopt the plank proposed 
by Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
which favors a suffragist amend- 
ment to the federal constitution. The 
suffragists consider their cause has 
been greatly enhanced by having the 
secretary as an ally. They will make 
a big drive on tho resolutions com- 
mittee when it is appointed, and arc 
confident that 
th<-> Democratic con- 


vention will go farther than did the 
Republican. Many speakers from the 
12 suffrage states are in the city and 
many meetings will be held to ad- 
vance the cause while the convention 
is in session.

Thursday to suffragists, labor lead- 
ers and others who have planks they 
dcsiro inserted in the

"We denounce particularly in this

And we pledge the enactment of all 
possible legislation to prevent such 
private usurpation of power." 


A delegation of the Navy League, 


which is here to advocate a larger 
navy will suggest to the resolutions 
committee a plank along the Hues of 
the following: 


"The party advocates a navy so 


strong and powerful that, co-ordinat- 
ing with our coast defense, it will be 
able to prevent the invasion of our 
shores and the destruction ot our 
coast cities." 


Many Democrats familiar with the 


activities of William Jennings Bryan 
in other conventions, are not so sure 
that the former standard bearer will 
not become active in the present con- 
vention.

Later, during his residence at 
Ithaca he grew to look much better, 
and his walk was much more vig- 
orous and elastic.

This is a large section (of course, 
by the word section meaning class). 
On the days when it is

which you have been studying,

shall call your name in alphabetical 
order. 
Therefore, you will always 


know upon what day it is probable 
that each of you will be called upon 
to recite. If you are not doing your 
work and preparing yourself every 
day but merely to make a showing 
in this class when you know you will 
be called upon, that is entirely your 
affair. 
I am not here to catch you 


in any neglect of your daily work. 
If you do not appreciate the oppor- 


terested In b»«e ball in 
any way. 


When my reply Indicated this, 
he 


then explained that " 'Dutch' Carter 
is my brother-in-law and he plays on 
the Yale team." He was perfectly 
right. 
Dutch Carter was a

ball player. That year, he had been 
catching tor the Yale-team but he 
did not play against us on account 
of a sprained wrist which kept him 
out of the game for several days. 
Carter, the next year was pitching 
for Yale and was acknowledged to 
be the greatest college pitcher of his 
day.

Hughes & Carter, and Prof. Hughes 
married

"Dutch" Carter on the Yale field and 
he had sat on our players' bench 
with me for some time talking base 
ball during the game so that I was 
able to report to the professor about 
his brother-in-law. 


This little episode made me real- 


ize that Prof. Hughes was one of ue. 
He was intensely proud of Carter's 
ability as a ball player and seemed 
greatly interested in all I had to tell 
him about him. 


After two years at Cornell, Prof. 


Hughes returned to his practice in 
New York, much benefited in health. 
I followed his career with great in- 
terest after my graduation and need- 
less to say, I have nnver known any 
act of his to belie the ideal formed 
of him by his students.

Fifteen thousand 
persons crowded 


into the structure for the opening. 


The Coliseum was built in 1907- 


1908 at a cost of $3;U'..000. As ar- 
langed for the Democratic National 
convention it will seat approximate- 
ly 10.000 
persons. 
This 
seating 


capacity is obtained 
a-- follows: 


On the platform are 511* seats. In 


the section for daily newspaper cor- 
respondents and press 
associations 


are 472 seats. 


Sections set apart for the editors 


of Democratic 
weekly 
papers 
in 


Missouri and Illinois ^ill accommo- 
date 238 more persons. 


Seats will be provided for 1.078 


delegates and the same number of 
alternates, though there 
may 
be 


some slight change in these figures 
in case some states send extra dele- 
gates with a fractional vote. 


In the boxes are seating accommo- 


dations for 546, in the 
arena bal- 


cony 2,494 
and 
in 
the 
balcony 


G.400. 


This makes a total of 9,818. Ex- 


tra seats placed 
wherever

throughout the building bring 
the

The building is so designed that 


there is room on the 
arena 
floor 


only for the 
delegate*, 
alternates 


and the daily and weekly newspaper 
men. 


The Coliseum is an octagon, con- 


siderably narrowed at one end by a 
diagonal side 
wall.

greatest 


length of the building is from north 
to south, and its narrowest dimen- 
sion from east to we<t 
has 
been 


railed off for the platform and press 
sections. 
The platform is 40 feet 


wide, and immediately back of the 
s-peakers' stand and the tables for 
tellers and clerks a platform extend- 
inc; rises to the 
rear of the upper 


balcony. 
This 
extension 
contains 


seats for 512 persons. 
These seats 


were distributed 
by 
the 
national 


committee, and the members of the 
committee 
and 
their 
immediate 


parties are to occupy most of them. 


Around the arena floor on three 


sides are the boxes, \vhich are 
re- 


served for specially invited guests— 
party leaders of prominence, diplo- 
mats, etc. 


That part of the public which is 


not fortunate enough to have plat- 
form or box seats Is to be accom- 
modated 
in 
the 
arena 
balcony, 


which rises immediately 
from 
the 


boxes, and in the 
balcony, 
which 


corresponds to the second gallery in 
most public halls. 


The total number of seats 
avail- 


able for 
the 
public 
therefore 
is 


5,894, and the distribution of part 
of these is allotted to the St. Louis 
committee which raised the $100,- 
convention fund. 


On the west side of the Coliseum, 


back of the speakers' platform are 
the work rooms for the press asso-

On the north side of the building 
-the Washington avenue side—is

side is the room of the sergeant-at- 
arms, and the convention postoffice. 


The decorations of the Coliseum 


were designed by Edward C. Dillman 
of St. Louis. 
In order to obtain aa 


much daylight as possible, the walls 
of the Coliseum have been painted 
white. 
To get the full benefit of 


this, reflection it was necessary to 
exclude decorations from the walls. 
The decorations, 
accordingly 
have 


been placed around the front of the 
balcony and boxes and on the sup- 
porting columns that 
run 
around 


the building. 
Plaster relief medallions of Wash- 


ington, Jefferson, 
Jackson, 
Cleve- 


land and Wilson, each 4 by 3 feet, 
are placed on the 
supporting col- 


umns clear around the building, and 
each 
medallion is surrounded by

colors. To improve the light reflec- 
tion, six thousand yards

Th ering 
of the anvil not the rattle of the 
saber, the song of the reaper, not 
the shrief of the soldier, the clatter 
of the shuttle, not the crack of the 
rifle have won us the place we oc- 
cupy in the councils of the world. 


"Like the old Mohawk chief who 


loved peace, we would like to throw 
ihe tomahawk of war so high in the 
sky that no man's hand could ever 
pull it down. But when some other 
tribe among the races of men sends 
us a bundle of arrows wrapped in 
the skin of a rattlesnake, we want, 
like old Governor Bradford of Mass- 
achusetts, to be in a position to send 
that rattlesnake skin back 
stuffed 


with powder and with ball. 


"We have been carried too close 


to the rocks of war during the past 
two years to believe that those rocks 
do not exist. 
And looking into the 


future we can perceive that if our 
sovereignity is not challenged, if our 
peace is not assailed it will only be 


blazing furnaces and glowing forges. 
It echoes from busy docks and from 
thronged emporiums of trade. 
Its 


message of plenty fills the land with 
the chant of the spindle and of loom, 
lifting the mortgage from the poor 
man's home and promising his chil- 
dren a future that seemed impossible 
before. 


"There is not an idle car on our 


railroads or an idle ship at our 
docks. 
For the first tie in history 


America's greatest port has become 
the world's greatest port. 


"The purchasing power of our peo- 


ple is greater than that of any other 
people on the globe. 
Never 
was 


there as much money in our vaults 
as today. 
The aggregate resources 


of our national banks are three hun- 
dred millions more than the aggre- 
gate resources of the Bank of Eng- 
land, the Bank of Prance, the Bank 
of Russia, the Reichbank of Ger- 
many , the Bank of the Netherlands, 
the Swiss National bank 
and 
Bank 


of Japan. 
We have four hundred 


and one millions of money more than 
we had a year and a half ago and our 
gold supply exceeds by many hun- 
dreds of millions the gold supply of 
any other nation on earth. 


"This avalanche of money poured 


into our pockets by the rest of the 
world as a tribute to our national 
resources and our fidelity to peace- 
ful industry is not the measure of 
our prosperity. 
H is only the sym- 


bol. 
Compared with our trade at 


home this foreign trade is a mere 
pittance. 
Our domestic 
commerce 


today is larger than the foreign com- 
merce of all the nations of the world 
combined. 


Chairman Glynn concluded with
